‘The following very interesting desctiption 
-of Osaka bas come to Us in a private letter, 
but may-well be Jaid before our readers, 
and will repay perusal. yes ore 

“The fort of Scroposan is built of nid, 
on the-southern side of the. river Aji, which 
affords a good defence agaiust any forces 
attempting }io ascend the river.- dunks of 
over 100.tons burden are to he seen aséend- 
ing and descending the river ; some partly 
laden with. merchandise, others the travel- 
ling janks of the daimios great ‘and small, 
and their hundreds of atwed retainers who 
come from the western provinces to Kioto. 
hey are covered with. lattice-work roofs 
‘und sides, with another covering of hauging 
curtains of native-made calico, generally 
dyed blue, aug bearing the sherushi.or dee, 
vice of the daimios to..whom they belong, 
Many of them ¢atry upwards of & hundred 
armed ‘mon; and they are propelled by 
from 20 to-30 men with the familiar scull 
of boats flat-bottomed. . There are myrinds, 
all apparently: busy—some full of mien’ and 
wonmon travelling, others laden with grain 
and other merchandise. : 

1 looked: fur foreign balés and cases, but 
saw none. ‘There was one large -juuk dis. 
charging cannon, powder, lunces ‘und other 
native weapons fur warfare among ‘them;

The riverbanks are substantially built. 
Mud and tile’ godowns, two stories high, 
and on -auayerage covering -an- area of 60 
feet square.

They certainly. convey the impréssion: of 
a large and profitable: trade, aa well’ as 
security. against fre, ; 

The foreign settlement here is situated 
on the 8. E. -bank of the river Aji, at ita 
eastern extremity ; for here it forms an 
angle with another river or canal. which’ 
runs in-an easterly:and sontherly course, 
with’ plenty of water for the-large barges in 
the river, From, tlie eastward there flow 
towards’ the settlemént-nine canals which 
run north and south through the middle of 
the city. West of the'sottloment is.a thickly 
populated district “for a-distunce of about 
three: quarters of a niile; but the clty of 
Osaka really commences east of. the foreign 
sottlomont, . ° 2 : 

‘The Canals are‘named after the principal 
daimios of the west—such as Satsuma Bori, 
Tosa Bori; one i8 called Yedo Bori: “In 
their neighbowrhvod aro this. yatcheskis of 
the daimios.
